The  heavy  rains , it  w^as  also  reported,  ex- 
tinguished the  Everglade* s muck  fire.  It  had 
rf;ged  for  more  than  a month  over  a v/ide  area 
sending  a dark  p<.  11  of  smoke  that  at  times  blot- 
ted out  the  sun’s  viev/  for  days.  These  smoke 
clouds  were  driven  across  the  sea  as  far  south 
as  the  western  side  of  Cuba  ivhenever  the  v/inds 
shifted. 

Fes  ides  putting  out  the  miuck  fires  the  re- 
cent storms  crused  the  authorities  to  take  ac- 
tion to  renovate  the  camp  buildings.  District 
Moss  inspector  Ross  was  holding  his  inspection 
v/hen  f;  storm  swooped  down  upon  the  camp.  From 
what  he  sav/  he  condluded  the  barracks  needed 
immedi  te  repairs.  Money  for  repairs  has  al- 
ready been  requested  and  approved  by  Hr..  Ross. 

Specifications  for  repairs  are  nov;  completed 
and  a requesition  for  now'  tents,  electric  bulbs, 
and  screens  hro  been  made  and  is  expected  to  be 
complied  with  on  short  notice.
